Hnving failed in 
his ambition to gain admission to the ser- 
vice of the Crown, Mr Quinton ontored 
the hond office of the National Provincial 
Bank at Loudon, where he spent several 
years. Tiring ut length of lifo in the old 
country, he accepted s position as French 
and German corresponding clerk with tho 
firm of Half and Holtz in Shanghai. When 
that engagement came to an end, he set 
his face homeward, but in Hongkong 
sqmething happened to change tho current 
of his life. Somo trouble had pccurred in 
the jail; the public were keen for detuils 
but theGovernment maintained adamantine 
secrecy. On tho suggestion of Mr Murray 
Bain, editor of the Cmxa Man, Mr 
Quinton took service as a turnkey, made 
himself thoroughly acquainted with the 
details of the trouble, and then resigned. 
The result of this little adventure was a 
series of articles in the Camva Mart which 
eaused a good denl of local comment at the 
time. They were effective in so far as they 
brought about many reforms in the prison 
service. of Hongkong, but Mr Quinton was 
not allowed to escape as easily the con- 
sequences of his journatistic exploit, The 
Governor, Sir John Popo Hennessy, was 
particularly indignant and Mr Quinton was 
very glad when sn opportunity roa) to 
Teave.the colony for further adventures in 
another land.

deliberation on the subject, the Govern: 
mont has begun to see the unwisdom of J 
allowing a number of disconnected - pro- 
vineial railways to male their appearance 
here xnd there in the Empire, removed 
from all central control. The need for rail- 
ways is universally admitted ; only a fow 
ofthe richer centres ean hope to provide [ 
the necessary capital for their local lines, 
hardly ono of.theso-can-bé trusted to. 
id its railway in strict accordance with 
modern reiquivements, 
as her resources deserve that she should be 
devoloped. it is nevessary that a network 
of ruilways should bo spread over her,, 
regardless of the ability of one province ox 
«nother to put up sufliciunt cupital for its 
own purposes. The necessary money for 
sucha scheme must.come from abroad, and 
2 uniform system of railway construction 
raust be adopted. For these reasons the 
Government understands tho folly of 
iving way to the misguided provincials 
of Chekiang and of allowing them by thoir 
nnpatrioti¢ action to frighten away capitay 
irom China. Moreover, it knows what 
those who aro shouting out for shares at 
public meetings do not know—the limita- 
tiens of Chinese railway construction. 
The provineials point ‘with pride to the 
few miles of railway already built at 
Hungchow ; they do not Know, however, 
that the line is built with condemned 
yailx, which could never have found a 
inurket. where foreigners are concerned, 
and for that reason a journey on it must 
always be « fureo in railway travel or a 
dangor to huinan life. Well-meaning efforts 
are being tnade to offect a compromise 
hetween the provincials and the Corpora 
tion by the suggestion that the local 
merchants and gentry should be allowed.to 
huild the line between Shanghai and Hang- 
chow, while the Corporation proceeds with 
its railway from Soochow to Hangchow and 
Ningpo. But partly for the reason that 
Chinese railway construetion the 
methods adopted by the people of Che- 
Kiang cannot be tolerated by the Govern- 
ment, and partly because such an alterna- 
tive line to the Shanghai-Soochow railway 
could by provincial manipulation be mada 
prejudicial to the interests of the Imperial 
railway, the suggestion must fall to the 
ground. It can only be hoped, therefore, 
that from a better knowledgo of the sub- 
ject, the people of Chekiang, although 
imisted in the first instance by the Central 
(sovernment, will find they have heen more. 
seriously duped by a fow interested 
agitators and will be willing quickly to 
retire from an untenable position with a
